It is also almost 


completely inaccessible both fromthe north and south, and it is 
only because there is a restricted shelf of land on the western 
’ gide that it is possible to maintain, it as a naval base and gar- 


rison. 


When approached from the Spanish side across the race- 
-courae and military cemetery, the Rock rises perpendicularly 


for nearly 1,000ft. At Exropa 
Point, dircctly opposite the African 
const, the cliffs rise to 200ft. On 
the castern side there {s only o 
diminutive beach’ entled Catalan 
Bay, reached by a narrow track 
from the north. 


’ The naval harbour works are 
now very conslicrabie, and have 
. been developed from the first days 
of the occupation. .-The amount of 

ground available for building, and 
the erection of sheds and barracks 
wns so small that 64 acres had to 
be reclaimed from the sea, Some 
of the recovered land near: the 
Alameda Gardens was once 40ft. 
under water. 


To-day the enclosed anchorage, 
within. tho huge ‘stone moles, cx- 
fends to 440 ncres. Even at low 
tlie thero {is a clearance of 30ft- 
In ‘addition, there ‘are three large 
graving docks, ono of them extend. 
ing to more than BOOft, | 

During the Great War Gibraltar 
was o main coallng station -for 
the British Fleet. Latterly — the 
dockyards have been cquipped with 
huge ofl fuel stores. 

The harbour {s deep enough at 
nil times to accommodate — the 
Mediterranean Ficet .in safe an-

Any attempt at compulsion would 
mean that thousands of Police would 
be taking parents: to prison.
